‘or some weeks past the American people have had 

their minds filled and their eyes dazzled by a 
crucial and colorful political campaign. Insofar as 
they have thought about the European war it has 
been chiefly in terms of a duel between Germany 
and Britain. 

During those weeks a new Continent of Europe 
has been taking shape. It isa continent united under 
the Fascist powers. By conquest, alliance or in- 
nidation they now control Spain, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Austria, the Netherlands, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Norway, France, Rumania, Bulgaria and Al- 
bania. ‘Th , Yugoslavia, Swe- 
den, Their ally in Moscow has taken care of Finland, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia. They are grabbing for 
Greece. In all the Continent. there remain outside 
their control only little Portugal and Switzerland, a 
corner of Turkey and the rock of Gibraltar. The at- 
tack on Britain hasso far failed but Hitlerand hissat- 
ellites control 21 European countries and $00,000,- 
000 human beings.

A hot and bitter campaign 


‘As the most critical, most bitterly contested cam- 
paign of this century drew to its close last week, there 
were few Americans in public or private life who did 
not sigh with relief when the last editorial had been 
written, the last partisan word uttered, the last 
orator cheered. For the contest which began last 
summer on a high level of honesty and fair play had 
degenerated in its final week to a free-for-all of vitu- 
peration in which neither side could plead innocence 
of intent. 

‘Mud was slung by the highest hands. Vice Presi- 
dential Candidate Wallace made a speech which en- 
abled the New York Daily News to scream: “WILL- 
KIE IS HITLER'S MAN, SAYS WALLACE.” In 
his Brooklyn speech Candidate Roosevelt, after 
catching the Republicans in the bonehead act of nd- 
vertising in the Daily Worker, went on to impugn his 
opponent’s patriotism, On the other side Candidate 
Willkie denounced the President for employing “the 
tactics of Lenin, the strategy of Hitler and the preach- 
ing of Trotsky.” He tried to make the President out 
fa dictator for referring to Joseph P. Kennedy as 
“My Ambassador,” when in fact every Ambassador, 
other countries, is the personal 
representative of the head 
of the state. 

While the stars were 
growing carcless of their 
blows, second-stringers 
were throwing punches in 
all directions. John L. 
Lewis’ intemperate attack 
on the President was in- 
temperately answered by 
Labor leaders who called 
him “a Benedict Arnold” 

CAMPAIGN BUTTON and “abetrayer of Labor.” 
Al Smith called the President the “chief apostle” of 
class hatred. After Kennedy came out for-Roose- 
velt, General Johnson addressed his column to “the 
Hon. Joe Kennedy, U. §. Ambassador to Great 
Britain—or vice versa.” Westbrook Pegler attacked 
members of the Roosevelt family and called Mayor 
LaGuardia a “mucker.” Newspapers everywhere 
made political capital of Stephen Early’s alleged 
“kneeing” of a Negro policeman which, whether he 
was guilty or not, had nothing whatever to do with 
the real issues. 

Cartoons reached a new low with Hearst papers 
featuring one of the Statue of Liberty toppling from 
her pedestal, a dagger labeled “3rd Term” in her 
back. Buttons went from mean “Dr. Jekyll of 
Hyde Park” and “Better a Third Termer Than a 
Third Rater” to plain obscene. 

Tt was mere coincidence that the week after 
America’s political campaign reached its dirtiest 
point was the week when Pierre Laval said “Demo- 
cracy is dead all over the world.” But to those un- 
familiar with American tradition and temperament, 
the violence of attack and counterattack gave alarm 
—or wicked satisfaction—according to their hopes 
and desires. Foreign refugees in this country told the 
New York Times's Anne O'Hare McCormick that 
this campaign reminded them of the last free elec- 
tions in Europe. “They could not understand,” Miss 
McCormick wrote, “that our intemperate language 
does not mean what it means abroad—a prelude to 
violence.” 

Americans knew that after Election Day there 
was but one way to give the lie to Pierre Laval: to 
outgrow campaign intemperances and work unself- 
ishly for the national unity that alone can make 
democracy thrive.

War in Greece. The Greeks were behaving more gal- 
lantly and effectively than anyone had hoped. With 
the help of bad weather and the mountainous terrain, 
they were keeping the far superior Italian land and 
air forces at bay. With fine impudence, they even in- 
aded Albania at one 
point, Military observers 
were watching not only 
the war on land but also 
the developing war at sea. 

The British Mediter- 
ranean fleet has kept the 
Italian fleet cooped up, has 
seriously threatened the 
line of communications 
between Italy and Libya. 
An ultimate aim of Italy's 
invasion of Greece is to 
secure good bases for an attack on Alexandria, the 
essential British Mediterranean naval base. Both 
Italians and British had their eyes on Crete, the big 
Greek island which is 100 miles from the Greek 
coast, 400 miles from Alexandria, 

When the invasion began, the British fleet moved 
about in deep silence under the command of Sir 
Andrew Browne Cunningham, who is an exponent of 
attack. Where his fleet was and what it was doing 
was a secret. Very likely the British had landed on 
Crete. Undoubtedly they were acting in Greek wa- 
ters. From London came rash demands from Lord 
Chatfield, ex-Chief of Naval Staff, that Britain attack 
the weaker Axis power, Italy, now that it is, accord- 
ing to reports, suffering from a grievous shortage of 
oil and such a shortage of raw materials that many 
factories are shut down, many men idle. 

Mussolini was hoping that a pro-Italian coup 
d'état in Greece would save him the waste of military 
conquest. All he wanted, he insisted, was temporary 
use of a few seaports. Hitler mustered more troop: 
in Rumania, clearly had his eye on Suez and the oil 
fields of Iran and Iraq which he hoped to reach 
through Turkey. Turkey made no bones about her 
sympathy for Greece but announced a firm non- 
belligerency. Russia remained wrapped in silence. 


Defense Boom. Eugene Grace, smart head’ of Bethle- 
hem Steel Corp., announced that his company had 
the amazing, unprecedented total of $1,123,081,990 
in orders. Four times the amount of orders Bethle- 
hem had last June before defense contracts began 
pouring in, the more-than-a-billion figure was 75% 
defense work. Bethlehem not only makes steel—its 
steel mills were running at 103% of theoretical ca- 
pacity—but also makes armor plate, builds warships. 
Its third-quarter profits were $12,400,000, second 
highest in Bethlehem history. Its payrolls were at 
the all-time high of 123,000, 


Carrier Storks. Every fall 
the storks of Europe mi- 
grate 7,000 miles from 
their chimney pots in Hol- 
land and Germany to the 
farms of South Africa 
where the Boer farmers 
welcome them as remind- 
ers of their old homelands. 
‘This October the farmers 
found wrapped around the 
storks’ long legs messages 
from Nazi-held Holland. 


One read: “The Dutch people are dying of injus- 
tice.” Another said: “We inhabitants of Bergen-op- 
Zoom tell you German occupation is just hell.”

PICTURE OF THE WEEK 


At noon Oct. 29, Secretary of War Stimson, blind- 
folded with a strip of linen cut from the covering of 
a chair in Independence Hall, put his left hand into 


a glass bowl whose contents had |: 
wooden ladle cut from an Inde nce Hall rafter, 
and, after leaving it there for a minute in response to 
‘cameramen’s shouts of “Hold it!” withdrew from the 
bowl a small capsule which enclosed a slip of paper. 

‘This historic incident, enacted on the stage of the 
Labor Department Auditorium in the presence of 
President Roosevelt, Secretary of the Navy Knox, 
Draft Director Dykstra, innumerable other bigwigs 
and some 1,300 assorted reporters, photographers 
and ordinary spectators, was the start of the gigantic 
conscription lottery. Secretary Stimson was fol- 
lowed to the lottery bowl by Messrs. Morgenthau, 
Jackson, Knox, miscellaneous members of Congress, 
Government officials, veterans and finally even a 
LIFE photographer, David Scherman (vee picture). 
‘The lottery went on for 1714 hours. 

Honor of holding the first place on the draft list in 
the biggest city of the land fell, by chance, to a seri- 
ous young Chinese laundryman named Yuen Chong 
Chan, of 18 Pell St., New York, who thus became, 
for 24 hours, the most celebrated military figure in 
the U.S. Apparently under the impression that a 
draftee may choose his adversary, he announced 
that he wanted to fight Japan. Mr. Yuen explained 
that he was ambitious to 
be a soldier and that his 
friends considered him a 
crack shot with a rifle. 
Next day, undismayed by 
lack of matériel, Yuen 
Chong Chan set off to pre- 
pare himself for service to 
his country by knocking 
overafew ducks ina shoot- 
ing gallery on Eighth &ve- 
nue during his lunch hour 
(see opposite page).

THE PEOPLE'S CHOICE 


LIFE SURVEY DISCLOSES WHY PEOPLE VOTED AS THEY DID IN THIS WEEK’S ELECTION 


's this issue went to press on the eve of election, 
LIFE knew no better than anybody else what 


will be known to everybody when the issue appears: 
the lection results. But it did know some extremely 
revealing facts about the election which were known 


nisha new insight into the workings of American dem- 
ocracy. Herewith it presents them in the first report 
of a trail-blazing investigation sponsored jointly by 
Columbia University’s Office of Radio Research, the 
research organization of Elmo Roper, LIFE and 
FORTUNE. 

‘The study is not yet completed. It will be the 
subject of a further report in LIFE, an article in 
FORTUNE and a book by Columbia's Dr. Paul 
Lazarsfeld on the role of radio, press et al. in the 


formation of public opinion. But the findings are 
already enough to give every thoughtful American 
an exciting plenty to think about. 

‘The investigation was a new development of the 
scientific-sampling poll of public opinion. Its purpose 
was not to discover how people were’ going to vote on 
Nov. 5, but why they intended to vote as they di 
To learn that, a representative cross-section of the 
citizens of Erie County, Ohio were interviewed in 
person not just once, but once every month beginning 
in May. People who changed their mindsas the study 
progressed were carefully questioned about their 
Feasons. 

Erie County was chosen for the study because, 
of all the 3,070 counties in the U.S., it is perhaps 
most nearly representative of the whole nation. Any 


traveler might reach that conclusion for himself by 
a quick trip through its lush farmlands, quiet towns 
and busy little industrial city of Sandusky. But Erie 
County has two special distinctions: 1) never in 
any Presidential election since 1896 has it d to 
vote for the winning candidate; 2) in those ten 
elections its vote has varied from that of the na- 
tion by an average of only 1.8%, and never by more 
than 4% 
is be it noted, no attempt was made 
to forecast the election, either in Erie County or in 
the nation. Whether or not Erie County preserved 
its record as an index of the whole country, LIFE 
and its colleagues would still consider it an ex- 
cellent place to study a representative group of 
Americans, in the process of making up their minds.

‘To try to discover why 


some of these people would vote Democratic and some 
Republican in 1940, a squad of Columbia and Roper researchers set to work in 
Erie County last May. First they analyzed the County make-up according to 
age, income, religion, residence, political party and other groupings. ‘Then, draw- 
ing from each group in proper proportion, they selected a panel of approximately 
500 people who according to past tests would represent the thinking of the County's 
entire adult population within a small margin of error. Each member of the 
panel was visited by an interviewer once a month throughout the summer and 
fall, The charts below show the progress of Erie County thinking through the 
fifth interview, which was completed in early October. 
First great discovery to be noted was that 55% of Erie 


represented by the panel, preserved their voting intentions unchanged throughout 
the five months, while 45% changed their minds at least once.

But, with full allowance for the indifferent, the size of the percentage who FEES a 
did form opinions during the campaign indicates that Americans as a whole are s 
far more open-minded, less set in partisan prejudices, than many crities think. 
Most of the changes of mind followed close on the Presidential nominations. 
After the Republican Convention, 11% of the mind-changers ioned Willkie's 
business ability as their reason for deciding to vote Republican, and 9% said they 
had de not to vote Republican because they thought Willkie was pro-Big 
Business or anti-Labor and anti-common people, After the Democratic Conven- 
tion, 10% decided not to vote Democratic hecause Roosevelt was the nominee, 
and 5% decided they would vote Democratic because he was. Other reasons for 
mind-changing drew chiefly from the war. Eight percent of mind-changers said 
they had decided to vote for Roosevelt because of his foreign poli ( because they 
thought a change of Presidents was inadvisable on account of the war. Two percent, 
by October, had deserted Willkie because of his foreign policy, and only 0.4% had 
joined him for it. But 12% had deserted Roosevelt because of his foreign policy. 
‘Most people made up their voting minds early. Of total mind-changes, 22% were 
made in June, 28% in July, 34% in August, 16% in September-October. As LIFE 
went to press, nearly all panel members had been questioned in the sixth, pre 
tion interview. Only 7% had changed their voting intentions since early October.

BRITAIN’S LABOR BOSS 
“GIVES 'ITLER 'ELL”’ 


by ALLAN A. MICHIE 


SURROUNDED BY MUNITIONS WORKERS, OVER WHOSE CONDITIONS OF WORK HE MAS AN ABSOLUTE POWER. ERNEST BEVIN GIVES THUMUS UP TO BRITAIN'S WAR EFFORTS 


ne morning last May, a few days after the 

Churchill-Labor coalition took over the Brit- 
ish Government, the new Minister of Labor and 
National Service, Ernest Bevin, went to pay a 
call on the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir 
Kingsley Wood. As his unmistakable barrel- 
chested, bearlike figure Jumbered across White- 
hall, one of the ewo commissionaires who guard 
the Treasury doors nudged the other. 

““Ere comes Ernie,” he said fondly. “I'll 
wager that in two minutes he gets another bloody 
ten million pounds out of Sir Kingsley."” 

A personal call by one member of the Cabinet 
on another simply wasn’t done in the old red- 
tape days of office memos and official requisitions. 
But the spectacle of Bevin barging into the office 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer was more 
than an indication that a new government had 
taken over Britain's war effort at a critical mo- 
ment. It symbolized perfectly the beginning of 
what may well be a new era in British history. 

When it became plain last spring that Cham- 
berlain and associates were complacently deter- 
mined to fight the first World War all over 
again, a democratic people rebelled. They did 
not stop with installing new ministers. They 
went to work on the country’s social structure. 
What they have done may presage a social 
revolution. 

Surface signs of the forces at work in England 
today are misleadingly obvious. Many corre- 
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spondents, for example, have seen deep signifi- 
cance in the willingness of Eton boys to spend 
their summer holidays working in factories or 
of viscountesses to share air-raid shelter with 
scrubwomen. While to the hugely conservative 
English such breaches of convention seem re- 
markable, they are proofs less of purposeful re- 
organization than of the fact that the instinct of 
self-preservation is stronger than the desire to 
preserve social distinctions. More important 
symptoms are that in assuming dictatorial con- 
trol over property, production and labor, the 
Government has delegated much of its unprece- 
dented power not to the aristocrats who used 
to govern England but to representatives of the 
working classes, like Bevin, Lord Privy Seal 
Axtlee and Minister of Home Security Morrison. 

England's workers are now squarely burdened 
with the job of winning the war to save their 
own skins. As England’s No. r Laborite and 
dictator in charge of every laborer in the land, 
Bevin's job at the moment is to see that they 
do so. Later on, however, Bevin proposes to see 
that they are properly rewarded by a new place 
in the British scheme of things which World 
War I and, later, Ramsay MacDonald failed to 
get them. If, as now seems very likely, post-war 
England sees eye to eye with him on this, the 
social revolution may well become a fact with 
Bevin as its porky, peaceful Danton.

“When this war is over,” he said emphatically, “‘the task of re- 
building the world has to be done by the working class. We are 
taking none of the promises . . . the plausible stuff of the last war. 
In the past it was a matter of settling frontiers, sorting our mi- 
norities, the balance of power. This time it must be the economic recon 
struction of the whole foundation of society.” 

In 1920, when British workers were struggling to make meager 
wages mect the inflated cost of living, a Government inquiry was 
set up to decide on the claims of London dock workers for $4 a day 
and a 44-hour week. A self-taught trade unionist, whose formal 
schooling stopped when he was 11 years old, Bevin argued the 
dockers’ case against Sir Lynden Macassey, a superlatively smooth 
K. C. (King’s Councilor). Having won the case for his dockers, 
Bevin was given the newspaper nickname of “the docker’s K. C."* 
To this, he objected strongly, saying: “'I'm not the docker’s K. 
I'm Ernest Bevin, P. C.—Counsel for the Proletariat." 


He blusters his way through bottlenecks 


“P.C.,"" for Ernie Bevin, has been a title of trust. The workers 
of England loyally followed him into the General Strike of 1926. 
Even the disastrous failure of that effort did not destroy their faith 
in him, When it became necessary last May to make good the ter- 
rific matériel losses suffered in Flanders, Labor's loyalty to Bevin 
made him the keystone of England's war effort. Bevin has not let 
the British people down. In the five months since France fell, he 
has wangled, bullied and blustered his way through official red tape 
and industrial bottlenecks so ably that today industrial production 
has reached 99% of capacity. 

Knowing that British defeat would mean slavery and believing 
that with Bevin in power a British victory might mean a new order 
of things, England's workers, whose Trades Union Congress has 
always been the strongest anti-dictator political force in England, 
were aided in rising to their grim occasion by the assurance that 
they had a greater stake in the war than any other class. None- 
theless, the responsibility of supplying labor to re-cquip the British 
Army and ready the Isles against invasion in an incredibly short 
space of time was a terrible ordeal for Bevin. In the first place, the 
strain of the job was enormous. In the second, his job took the 
form of scrapping in a few weeks many of the objectives which it 
had been his life work to gain. Having battled for a 4o-hour week, 
Bevin had now to ask workers to carry on at their machines seven 
days a week. Having buile up a tight trade union, he had to open 
unionized shops to unskilled, non-union labor. Finally he had to 
bar strikes, the final weapon of all unions and forbid workers to 
leave their jobs for others. Having asked these sacrifices of Labor, 
Bevin was pleased to tell employers that there was to be no wage 
cutting for the duration and to demand increased wages and pen- 
sions, home allowances for trainces’ families and numerous other 
benefits for workers. 

Today Bevin's mailbag bulges not with grumbles from Labor but 
with letters complaining of the high wages being paid skilled factory 
workers. The Minister chucks them in the wastebasket, saying that 
there are a lot of people earning big money who deserve it less than 
factory hands. Bevin's awesome power as Labor Minister includes 
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HOSE who make things in this coun- 
try: of ours have only one boss—and 
that is the American people.

the right to walk into any of the conservative clubs off Trafal- 
gar Square and ask the occupant of any armchair: ‘Just what are you 
doing to win the war?"’ If the answer was not satisfactory, he could 
say: "Report to your local unemployment exchange tomorrow 
at 7 o'clock for a pick-and-shovel job on the Hyde Park trenches.”” 

Ie would be by no means out of keeping with Ernie Bevin's 
character to do precisely this. Forty years ago he ran for the city 
council in Bristol, campaigning by night and delivering ginger beer 
by day. One day, while driving his ginger-beer cart, Bevin came 
upon his opponent making a sensationally uncomplimentary speech, 
Bevin climbed down from his cart, knocked the orator down and 
threw him in the Avon River. Though he lost the election, he did 
not lose faith in the system of fast, firsthand action and is still 
using it. Every morning, Bevin's subordinates bring him a list of 
points which involve some conflict with the Ministry of Supply 
which must work closely with the Labor Minister. Bevin picks up 
the phone, calls the Minister of Supply, directly and the two of 
them go down the list until every point is cleared up. At any 
hour of the day or night, Lord Beaverbrook, head of air production, 
may call Bevin and say: “Ernie, I have to have ten scientific in- 
serument workers right away.” Bevin himself telephones Labor 
exchanges to find them. 


From farm to ginger-beer cart 


Born in the hamlet of Winsford in Somersetshire 56 years ago, 
Bevin was orphaned when he was 8. Three years later he went to 
work on a farm for 12¢ per week. What young Bevin liked best 
about farming were the evenings which he spent in the kitchen 
reading newspaper accounts of parliamentary proceedings to his 
employer. Almost 50 years later, when he took his seat in the 
Commons as M. P. for London's Central Wandsworth districe, his 
colleagues marveled at his knowledge of formal parliamentary pro- 
cedure, Bevin left the farm to sec the world. He got as far as the 
docks in Bristol, where he became successively a restaurant page 
boy, shop assistant, van man and tram-car conductor, meanwhile | 
reading widely on economics and sociology. 

It was not until he had risen to his position on the ginger-beer 
cart that Bevin met Ben Tillett, then the head of Bristol's strong | 
docker's union and now the grand old man of British Labor. Tillett 
liked the young man and became the guiding influence in his life, 
getting him first of all a post as a minor official in the docker’s 
union, Between his various other jobs, Bevin had so many spells 
of idleness that he took it up as a profession. With Tillett’s aid, 
he got himself clected secretary of the Bristol Unemployed Union.* 
This was a full-time position but it carried no salary. Bevin, whea 
he had to, stole his food. 

Shortly before the last war, Bevin, by this time a trade union 
career man, was chosen by Tillett as his chief aid in starting a new 
union, the National Transport Workers’ Federation, of which the 
aim was to combine the Bristol dockers with Labor bodies in other 
ports. The idea was not popular. Local unions, built up after 
generations of struggle, balked at contributing funds to a central 
organization. Dockers in Liverpool could not be convinced that

another, In 1911, Bevin and Tillett led their fledgling national 
union into its first strike. It had some success and made encour- 
aging gains but a year later, when London dockers struck again 
because employers had failed to live up to their agreement, unions 
in other ports refused co walk out in sympathy or send funds to 
London. The strike failed, leaving London dockers worse off than 
they had been when they started. 

For Bevin, who is stubborn as well as practical, this was less a 
discouragement than a final proof of the need for a central organiza- 
tion, centrally controlled, After the war, his chance to create one 
came to him in the case which won him the title of “P, C."” 


The dockers’ case made him famous 


During the World War wages had increased some 144% but the 
cost of living had risen by 213%. In 1920 the London dockers had 
put forward a claim for a daily minimum of $4 and a 44-hour week. 
Shippers, warehouse owners and the pore authorities in London 
resisted the demands. When an impasse was reached, the Ministry 
of Labor set up a Court of Inquiry where both sides could be heard. 
Bevin, the soap-box labor orator whose only skill in debate had 
come from dialectical discussions before the Bristol Socialist Society, 
agreed to plead the cause of the dockers. The sight of Ben Tillett, 
then an M, P., who sat as one member of the nine-man Court, gave 
him confidence as he opened the case in London's imposing Royal 
Courts of Justice. 

Bevin shrewdly raised his arguments above the level of an appeal 
for an increase of a few shillings a day for the London dockers. 
Claiming that every port in the country should come under the new 
agreement, he based his case on the right of British Labor to enjoy 
a higher standard of living. For 21 days he pleaded and pounded 
and cross-examined the witnesses brought in by the employers with 
a ferocity that confused them. When counsel for the employers put 
on the stand Cambridge Professor Arthur Lyon Bowley, then the 
first statistician in Britain, who contended that a working-class 
family of five could live on food costing $2.50 a week, Bevin went 
out and bought the food, cooked it, brought it into the Court and 
ate it. Then he forced the professor to admit that while he had 
lived on this dict for three weeks as a test, he did nothing more 
strenuous than putter in his garden. Bevin’s masterful handling of 
the case, ending with a powerful cleven-hour summation, won not 
only the $4.a day minimum for every port in Britain. The Court in 
addition recommended the end of the casual system of dock labor 
and the establishment of arbitration machinery in every port. 

Established as England’s No. 1 trade unionist, Bevin found his 
task of creating a strong national union was much easier. The 
Transport and General Workers Union began operating in 1922 with 
Bevin as General Secretary, a job he kept until he joined the Cabinet. 
The new union, an amalgamation of craft unions (like the A. F. 
of L.) and industrial unions (like the C. I. O.) includes coal heavers, 
tram-car drivers, ships’ clerks, dockers, many another trade. Today 
T. G. W. U. is a combination of 45 formerly separate unions 
with a membership of 850,000 and a reserve fund of $4,000,000. 
Bevin has managed the diverse trades so tactfully that the As-

Bevin's importance as a political power is due to the fact that 
as boss of Britain's biggest union, he is the real head of the Trades 
Union Congress which makes the policies of the Labor Party—of 
which Attlee is the nominal leader, Of the 6,000,000 members in 
Britain's 1,033 unions, more than 80% are in the T. U. C., whose 
history goes back to 1868 and whose headquarters in Bevin's Trans- 
port House, Westminster, have always been the capital of England's 
Labor movement. Administrative head of the T. U. C. is urbane 
intellectual Sir Walter Citrine but Bevin is the directing brain. 
Discreet in use of his power, Bevin has never called a strike for 
political ends. Just before the outbreak of the war Sir Charles 
Trevelyan, Socialist Lord Licutenant for Northumberland, urged 
Bevin to call his union out in protest against the Chamberlain poli- 
cies. When Bevin refused, Sir Charles was irritatingly insistent. 
Finally Bevin snapped at him: “You want me to call out 850,000

Bevin insists that the will of Ernie Bevin be the will of the Labor 
Party. Since he holds the largest bloc of Labor votes, he usually 
gets his way. In 1935 when idealistic Socialists had to consider the 
realistic issue of approving the application of sanctions against 
MUN S I NGWEAR Italy, the late George Lansbury was the elected leader of the Party. 

Lansbury, a venerable, white-maned old Christian pacifist and a not 
inconsiderable minority in the Party, felt thatsanctions might lead to 
war. At the Party's annual conference, when the executive council 
put its sanctions resolution up for approval, Lansbury took the stand 
to state his case. His speech, delivered with the intense convic- 
tion of a man who felt himself right, left the delegates wet-eyed.

out his points with hammer blows in a strong West country accent. 

“'T'm tired of having old George Lansbury carrying his conscience 
from one conference to another, asking us what to do with it,” he 
begun. By the time he finished, Lansbury was a broken man, The 
venerable idealist shuflled from the hall muttering: "Bevin can’t do 
this to me.” Bevin is a good hater. When a reporter chided him 
for flaying the old man too severely, Bevin growled: “George 
Lansbury has been dressed up in the robe of a martyr for years, 
waiting for someone to set fire to the faggots. Well, I did it.” 

Bevin held his tongue against the Chamberlain Government from 
the start of the war until the spring of 1940 because of the Labor 
Party's pledge not to hamper the wat effort. Then on May Day, in 
a speech at Stoke-on-Trent, he declared his convictions. 


“| will ask my people to work like ‘ell” 


“The time has come when there must be no mincing of words,” 
said Bevin, “Ic is no use disguising the fact that ever since this war 
broke out those who, like myself, have been constantly in couch 
with Government departments are intensely dissatisfied with the 
kind of obstruction, lack of drive, absence of imagination and the 
kind of complacency which exists. There is a complete refusal to 
take into consideration the kind of foe we are meeting. We cannot 
afford incompetence. We have no right to allow the lives of our 
soldiers and sailors to be played with. The British working class 
want this war won. They know what is ac stake. Icis their liberty. 
But they want a Government that is going to place the nation before 
its friends or private interests." He wound up with the now famous 
admonition: '’Give ‘itler ‘ell.""_ After this attack, informed London 
observers were convinced that Chamberlain would soon be replaced 

Bevin was attending the Labor Party Conference at Bournesmouth 
when Churchill asked him to take the job as Minister of Labor and 
National Service. His acceptance speech was straight from the 
shoulder. 

“T hope the War Cabinet will not allow vested interests, profits, 
or anything else to stand in the way of maximum production. If 
that is the policy of the Government, I will ask my people ro 
work like ‘ell."" 

As usual, Bevin set the example for his mates. The exponent of 
shorter hours is hopelessly inconsistent in his own case. 

The Minister works at home until 9, is driven to the office by a 
departmental car at 9:30 and seldom leaves there for home until 9 
in the evening, his arms always piled with work. “Ernie usually 
works at home until midnight, but if he sleeps later than 5:30 in

the morning he chinks he has wasted half a day,” says Mrs. Bevin, 
An office in Montagu House has been set aside as a bedroom for 
him but he seldom uses it. He prefers to catch 4o winks in his 
chair or on the camp bed in his own office. 

Ac Transport House, Bevin worked his staff as hard as he worked 
himself. Most of his thinking was done at home. He would come 
into his office in the morning, call a member of che staff in for a 
five-minute conference and outline enough work to keep the whole 
office busy for a week. 

One Monday morning he came in early, “It was a rainy day 
yesterday,” he told his assistant, “’so I just sat and thought about 
the union.” The result was overtime for the staff for the next month. 

He drives his staff ar Montagu House with che same intensity. 
Black-coated civil servants who have coasted along under successive 
political misfits in the ministerial chair are now groaning that 
“the Ministry of Labor is no longer a Government office—it's a 
foundry!” Favorite quip in the corridors is “Life is grim, life is 


Bevin is a character full of contradictions. He lives a deliberately 
simple life in an old-fashioned flat in London's West Kensington. 
He hates all social functions and his greatest delight is to have 
some of his mates drop in for a cold English supper on Sunday 
nights. Bevin himself eats and drinks sparingly. When he can leave 
Montagu House he gocs to a nearby pub for a lunch of bread, cheese 
and a half pine of beer. To celebrate, he has a cold roast-beef 
sandwich. His suits hang about him like bedclothes. Ashes from 
his cigarets are constantly dribbling down his vast front, He pre- 
fers to keep his family—plain-featured Mrs, Bevin and an adopted 
daughter, now married—in the background, Although he has will- 
ingly devoted his life to the Labor cause, he likes to think that he 
is a martyr who has carried the cross for the workers of Bricai 
Not completely devoid of a politician's instince for self-dramatiza- 
tion, he consciously exaggerates his natural tendency to drop his 
aspirates and enjoys referring to himself as “The Oursider.”” 


He may be the next Prime Minister 


Asa Labor leader, Bevin deplores strikes and will haggle scudious- 
ly co avoid them. Years at the negotiation table have given him a 
knack of getting opposite sides to agree, When an impasse blocks 
proceedings, he has a disconcerting habit of breaking the discussion 
and the tension with an irrelevant story. It is never a good enough 
story really to disrupt proceedings. His favorite moldy gag which 
he tells over and over again is about his friend who wants to cross 
carrier pigeons with parrots. ““D'you know why?" beams Bevin, 
"So he can send verbal messages."* Usually his wit is sharper, as 
when he became so troublesome to Prime Minister Baldwin in 1936 
that the Tory leader offered him a peerage—one of the three such 
offers Bevin has refused. “I'd look bloody silly with a peerage,” 
snorted Ernie, “I'd have to call myself Lord Bevin of Bermondsey.” 
Lord Bevin of Bermondsey would sound as strange to T. U. C. 
members as Lord Lewis of Gary, Ind. would sound to members 
of che C. I. O. 

Bevin's invitation to join the Cabinet came two weeks after 
the speech which preceded the ousting of Chamberlain, His path 
and Winston Churchill’s had often crossed before. In 1920, when 
Churchill wanted to send a shipload of arms to Poland for possible 
use against Bolshevik Russia, Bevin refused to let them leave Lon- 
don. In 1926 Bevin lost the General Serike because Churchill, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, stiffened the weakening Cabinet, per- 
suaded them not to come to terms with the unions. When the 
Cabinet delivered the ultimatum which broke the strike, Bevin de- 
clared hotly: “Ie will be a Godsend for this country if Churchill is 
out of office forevermore. It is not that he is not brilliant. But it 
is not safe to leave the destiny of millions of people in the hands 
of a man with an unstable mind.”” 

Nowadays Bevin, more than any other man, is spoken of as 
Churchill's successor. Despite his age and doubeful health, his 
friends are sure he will at least be vice premier before the war is 
over. But though Bevin is ambitious enough to relish the prospect 
of being Prime Minister and though he has the reputation of never 
forgiving any man who has thwarted him, there is no hint of anything 
bur hearty respect and co-operation between him and Churchill. 
Churchill always recognized him as the country's ablest Labor 
leader. And Bevin, however bitterly he has attacked Churchill, has 
now given him his cruest mark of acceptance. When he talks to 
the Prime Minister, he addresses him as he does his oldtime docker 
friends. He calls him “mate.”

‘he crystal-clear picture above of Rochester, N. Y. was taken in the dead

‘The flashlight bomb is the product of joint research 
by two of the Army’s greatest aerial photographers, Majors Albert W. Ste- 
vens and George W. Goddard, As perfected by Major Goddard, the flash 
of the bomb itself trips the camera shutter by means of a photoelectric cell.
